What price frame? 


Have you ever acquired inexpensive 
original print poster that you really 
wanted show off but, given the price 
framing, discovered that frame 
probably would cost more than the piece 
itself? you settled for tacking taping 
the piece the wall and watching the 
corners slowly curl and tear. Well, 
inexpensive pieces art need longer 
treated like step-children. The Framer’s 
Workshop Brookline and Frameworks 
Cambridge offer do-it-yourself framing 
considerable savings. 

The set-up both shops similar. 
Customers describe what kind frame 
they want and employees offer 
suggestions and hints. For example, the 
piece valuable, ragboard rather than 


regular matting would recommended. 


The shops’ personnel then cut the chosen 
materials matting, glass wood 
frames and, putting together one 
corner, demonstrate how frame 
started. For the next three corners 
customers are their own, although 
they run into any difficulties staffers are 
available for consultations. 

The shops are spacious and sunny, the 
employees eager help. The framing 
done booths equipped with all the 
necessary tools hammers, nails, 
brushes, glue, rulers and drills. 
addition the cost the materials, the 
customer pays rental fee for the booth 
day the Framer’s Workshop; per 
Depending the frame and the skill 
the customer, the process takes from one 
two hours. 

Each shop offers variety framing 
styles and processes, including plain, 
colored and sculptured wood and metal 
frames, matting, glass and clip frames 
(where the piece clipped piece 
glass plexiglass and does not have 
border), shrink wrapping, and dry 
mounting, which secures the piece 
sturdy but light backing made from 
styrofoam-like material. 

The price making frame depends 
the materials. Both places estimate one- 
third one-half less than what they 
would pay professional framer. But 
besides the savings, the shops’ employees 
say do-it-yourself framing great fun. 
“Our customers range from age 80,” 
said Frameworks employee.

Two years ago, while trip Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, Frank Walsh was taken 
with the traditional Southwestern Indian 
art sandpainting. Armed with two 
books the subject, Walsh set out 
teach himself the history the Indian 
symbolism used these unusual 
paintings well the technique. Since 
that fateful trip, Walsh has worked 
refine his skill, and now quite 
accomplished sandpainter. 

The technique not terribly 
complicated. Walsh designs painting 
and then transfers this drawing either 
through silkscreening stenciling 
piece plywood. colors the sand 
coating with acrylic paint, then mixes 
with watered-down Elmer’s Glue and 
applies the board with brush. After 
the glue has dried knocks the loose 
sand frem the board. The results 
fascinates. His are colorful and 
interesting creations, but texture the 
thing: the paintings, which are three- 
dimensional, beg touched.

Schrecker, PhD history and 
teacher expository writing Harvard, 
knows more about Szechwan cooking 
than any non-Chinese person Boston, 
and perhaps the Drawing 
largely the expertise and resources 
Mrs. Chiang, who cooked for her Taipei 
before coming the States serve her 
cook here, Schrecker has produced 
handsome cookbook that rehearses some 
history Chinese regional cooking, 
introduces the ingredients, equipment 
and methods Szechwan cuisine, and 
contains over 100 recipes, none which 
requires ingredients that are difficult 
and around Boston. The 
authenticity the recipes this 
cookbook not taken lightly; Mrs. 
Chiang grew family that revered 
excellent cuisine and was able grow 
virtually all its own food. The need for 
good Szechwan cookbook sharpened 
the phenomenon that most American 
Chinese restaurants serve hybrid versions 
classical Szechwan dishes public 
intrigued the flavorfulness the 
cuisine (compared the blander 
Cantonese style) that they don’t really 
care when the Szechwan chicken with hot 
peppers made with snow peas (it should 
not according Schecker). Schrecker 
sets the record straight and the same 
time makes easy prepare 
Szechwan food home that Hamburger 
Helper will seem even more 
unconscionable alternative.

Not wanting squander her expertise, 
invited Ellen Schrecker accompany 
what she considers currently the 
best Szechwan restaurant town, 
Yenching. Owing the extreme mobility 
good Chinese cooks, the best restaurant 
today could lose its kitchen magic and 
become only mediocre the next, but the 
moment Yenching deserves its 
reputation. The brick walls the rather 
small rectangular dining room are painted 
white; few plants discreetly situated, 
some beautiful Chinese paintings and 
Chinese -music provide sedate 
atmosphere for the food. 

The mutton with scallions ($4.50), 
although traditionally comprising only 
thin-sliced lamb and scallions spicy 
soy and vinegar sauce, here contained 
bamboo shoots well and some 
cornstarch. This not exactly kosher. 
Schrecker points out her book, canned 
bamboo shoots (the only kind available 
the States) longer possess their proper 
texture and flavor and serve merely 
visual formality. Nonetheless, the dish 
was very tasty, with the kick good 
American barbecue sauce. The Wonderful 
Flavor chicken ($3.50) consisted boned 
and sliced chicken breasts marinated and 
cooked equally sharp soy and 
vinegar sauce with Szechwan pepper 
corn, the sine qua non spicy Szechwan 
food (the little devils are once 
inflammatory insult sensitive palates 
and fragrant billet-doux the tongue). 
The camphor-smoked duck, special not 
listed the menu the night went, one 
the truly remarkable dishes Chinese 
cuisine, with its sweet, pungent flavor; 
Yenching’s the best I’ve eaten. The hot 
spiced bean curd ($3.50) was good 
version doufu peanut oil, crushed red 
peppers, hot bean paste, scallions and 
ground beef. The dishes referred above 
have what called xiang Chinese 
pungent tastefulness. ordered one 
dish which was more xien, word that 
describes the natural, fresh flavor 
dish. This was virtually unseasoned 
sliced fish with vegetables ($3.95) that 
combined filets with pea pods and black 
mushrooms chicken stock thickened 
with cornstarch. was adequate, but 
something wallflower the company 
its extroverted companion dishes.

Senator James Kelly Jr., D-Oxford, 
is, chairman the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, one the most 
powerful people the Massachusetts leg- 
islature, shrewd politician with un- 
canny knack getting his own way. 
also affable, gregarious bon vivant 
with taste for the good life. 

Outspoken, liberal and accessible 
both press and public, Kelly seems hard- 
candidate for the tag mystery man. 
But last week, the extortion-con- 
spiracy trial two senate colleagues 
opened District Court, the shroud 
secrecy was lifted from the mysterious 
“John Doe unindicted co-conspira- 
revealing, the surprise many, 
Jimmy Kelly. 

The naming Kelly the unidenti- 
fied key figure the case ended guess- 
ing game that had gone for months. 
But ironically, even the last piece the 
puzzle fell into place, one mystery gave 
way others and all revolve around 
Kelly and the role will play what 
the political trial the decade Massa- 
chusetts. 

For Jimmy Kelly, all started one mor- 
ning last August. The place, appropriate- 
enough, was the Ritz Carlton Hotel, 
where Kelly had stopped for breakfast. 
was met the lobby two FBI agents, 
who handed him subpoena. His testi- 
mony was required before federal grand 
jury probing extortion charges against two 
other members the senate leadership 
Majority Leader Joe DiCarlo, D-Revere, 
and Assistant Minority Leader Ron Mac- 
Kenzie, R-Burlington. The probe had 
been going for months. 

Two days later, the Worcester County 
lawmaker appeared before the grand jury. 
And week later, eight-count indict- 
ment against DiCarlo and MacKenzie, 
charging them with conspiracy and ex- 
tortion, was returned.

only “John Doe,” also was named 
“an unindicted co-conspirator.” 

Was Kelly Had turned 
state’s evidence and, exchange for im- 
munity, helped Assistant Attorney 
Edward Lee make the case against his col- 
leagues? From the day the indictments 
came down until the trial started last 
week, those had been the questions that 
intrigued Beacon Hill, the political 
establishment reeled. 

Lee adamantly refused reveal Doe’s 
identity. was not until last November, 
pre-trial hearing, the Phoenix has 
learned, that the government the order 
trial Judge Walter Jay Skinner dis- 
closed lawyers for the defendants that 
Kelly was indeed Doe. But even then, this 
information was embargoed protect- 
ive order strict that attorney Walter 
Hurley, representing DiCarlo, and attor- 
ney Robert Mulkern, representing Mac- 
Kenzie, were prohibited from passing the 
name their clients. 

Finally, open court last Tuesday, 
soon after completion the day-and-a- 
half jury selection process, Lee confirmed 
what the Phoenix had reported two days 
earlier that Kelly was the unindicted 
co-conspirator. The revelation came early 
Lee’s opening statement the seven 
men and five women who make the 
jury. 
Lee, fit, trim and proper, career prose-

The case was brought prostitute 
against pimp not usually the 
healthiest actions, and not one that 
generally bears fruit with jury. 
Because most juries act the belief 
that prostitute has given all rights 
her body and because threats 
reprisals from incensed pimps often 
inhibit testimony, rapes pimps 
against hookers are rarely reported. And 
this case, the extortion charge relates 
the pimp’s attempt get money from 
the complainant forcing her walk 
the streets. 

the three-day trial which 
culminated January 24, Dwyer called 
just two witnesses: the officer whom 
the rape was reported and the 22-year- 
old woman who brought the complaint.

Kargman attorney 
plays both sides? 


The ongoing legal struggle between 
FHA landlord Max Kargman and his 
tenants took another bizarre turn January 
when attorneys for the tenants 
filed motion before Housing Court 
Judge George Daher charging one 
Kargman’s lawyers with serious 
breach legal ethics. The attorney, 
Stephen Greenbaum, represents 
Kargman series eviction cases 
involving the tenants’ refusal pay 
higher rents the Camelot Court 
development Brighton. conflict 
seems exist, however, because 
Greenbaum was the attorney who 
helped the tenants form union 1971. 

The tenants have been withholding 
payment rent increases they feel are 
unjustified because conditions 
Camelot Court. The Rent Control Board 
evidently agrees; members refused 
Kargman’s request for rent hikes, but 
the landlord subsequently won 
decision District Court last spring 
removing the Board’s authority over 
federally subsidized housing. Tenant 
attorneys have appealed the ruling, but 
Kargman has gone ahead with eviction 
proceedings against tenants who refused 
pay rents higher than what the Board 
previously allowed. Greenbaum 
represents Kargman one set these 
eviction hearings. 

Camelot Court Tenants Union 
members have charged that not only did 
Greenbaum them oppose the 
rent increases before the Rent Board, 
but that also urged them intervene 
the federal suit, form the union 
itself and establish ties between their 
union and others. This advice perhaps 
most significant light the $500,000 
civil conspiracy suit filed Kargman 
last year against the tenant unions all 
his properties and the organizers and 
attorneys who counseled them. That 
suit charges the defendants with 
conspiring deprive him his property 
and cites many the very activities 
which Greenbaum recommended 

Though Greenbaum not attorney 
record the conspiracy case, did 
begin working for Kargman about the 
time the suit was filed. Kargman 
thought the tenants’ actions were 
reprehensible, why did hire the 
attorney who recommended them? 
Tenants fear might because 
believed Greenbaum could 
inside information about the operations 
and activities the union. Mark Stern, 
attorney for the tenants, argued before

Establishing 200-mile limit

“The crisis real. will not, 
opinion, wait for the diplo- 
mats complete their meetings 
and negotiations many years 
the future. Consequently, be- 
lieve the United States must act 

unilaterally end the for- 
eign exploitation the fisheries 
off our coasts.” 

Representative Gerry Studds, 
addressing the House during 
October 1975 debate bill 
had submitted two years earlier, 
was attempting the 
United States fishing fleets 
through the creation 200- 
mile conservation zone 
contiguous the territorial sea 
the United States.” 

When Studds rose speak 
that October day, was frus- 
trated and his appeal was ur- 
gent. the congressman from 
the 12th district (New Bedford 
and the Cape) had witnessed 
the steady decline com- 
mercial fishing along the north 
Atlantic coast. The bill intro- 
duced June 1973 now law. 
March 1977, under pro- 
visions the Fishery Conserva- 
tion and Management Act 
1976, the 200-mile limit will take 
effect.

John the skipper cruise 
ship which sails from Boston 
Harbor.

the old days vessels sailed 
from Boston the rich fishing 
grounds the Georges Bank.

Before 1960, Georges Bank was 
virtually the exclusive province 
fishermen. The 1960s wit- 
nessed massive buildup the 
Russian long-range fishing fleet. 
Suddenly, large numbers ves- 
sels from Russia and other fish- 
ing nations appeared off the 
Georges Bank. Overfishing re- 
sulted between 1960 and 1974, 
the share the catch de- 
clined from percent 10.4 
percent. the process, haddock 
became almost extinct com- 
mercially and other species were 
severely threatened. Frozen fish 
(from foreign packing plants) re- 
placed fresh fish our tables, 
and shipbuilding firms re- 
ceived fewer orders for new ves- 
sels each year. The Studds bill, 
which becomes law March 
was designed redress this bal- 
ance and insure priority for 
fishermen. 

* 

Foreign vessels were able in- 
vade the Georges Bank and other 
Atlantic (and Pacific) fisheries 
with impunity because they were 
located the seas” be- 
yond any national jurisdiction. 
During these years, the territor- 
ial limit the United States 
ended three miles from the 


coastline. these waters, the 


Coast Guard could enforce all 
laws. 1967, recognition 
the problem, the ICNAF Treaty 
(International Convention for 
the Northwest Atlantic Fish- 
eries) was signed. The treaty 
created forum which inter- 
national fishing disputes could 
raised. But the process was 
slow. 

The ICNAF treaty provisions 
were enforceable only consul- 
tations with the nations in- 
volved. Thus, Russian trawl- 
violated provisions the 
treaty, the representative 
had file formal protest with 
the Russian representative and 
depend upon the Russian 
government enforce the 
treaty.

Public Law 94-265, the Fish- 
ery Conservation and Manage- 
ment Act 1976, designed 
create the conditions which will 
encourage renaissance the 
fishing industry. The law 
creates “fishery conservation 
zone” within which “the United 
States will assume exclusive 
management authority over all 
fish except highly migratory spe- 
cies simple terms, 


the law provides the with the 
authority determine what spe- 


cies and how them can 
successfully taken from the 
waters without depleting stocks 
for the future. After determina- 
tion how much the catch 
can harvested vessels, 
any surplus will made avail- 
able foreign fishermen. For- 
eign governments may request 
permit issued for one-year 
period, allowing each specified 
ship fish particular place 
for particular species. 

The most important conserva- 
tion and management concept 
embodied the law that 
“maximum sustainable yield.” 
Simply put, this “how much 
can taken, from what area, 
what type fish, over what 
given time 

The responsibility for deter- 
mining the maximum sustain- 
able yield any given fishery 
given Regional Fishery 
Management Councils. Eight 
such councils have been estab- 
lished the various geographic 
regions the. country. New 
England, the RFMC includes 
representatives from Massachu- 
setts, Maine, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and New Hamp- 
shire. The voting members 
the council include 
cipal fishery management of- 
ficers each state (Allan Peter- 
son Massachusetts, for ex- 
ample); the Regional Director 
the National Marine Fisheries 
Service (William Gordon), and 
appointed members from each 
state. Among the appointed 
members are John Burke, presi- 
dent the Massachusetts 
Fisherman’s Union, Tom Nor- 
ris, vice-president Boston’s 


Old Colony Trawling Company, 
and Henry Lyman, publisher 
Salt Water Sportsman. Lyman 
chairperson the council. 

The Regional Councils have 
been meeting since the fall 
1976. Much the early busi- 
ness the New England RFMC 
was taken with organiza- 
tional matters. There has, 
fact, been some pressure post- 
pone the development com- 
plete regional fishery plan until 
the full extent the Argo Mer- 
chant disaster known.

But the plan, form- 
ally presented jam-packed 
State House press conference 
last week, called instead for four 
medium-security institutions for 
about 600 inmates. The number 
sites had dropped, the degree 
security was increased, and 
the target date was extended 
the end the year. 

addition, the four locations 
finally announced included none 
and Hall had fruitlessly exam- 
ined the first go-round. They 
are Bridgewater, Grafton, Fox- 


boro, and Lenox. the hope 
making the proposition more 
palatable citizens these 
newly chosen areas, Commis- 
sioner Hall added promises that 
the new prisons would offer jobs 
their residents. 

Most significantly last 
week’s press conference, the Cor- 
rection Department made 
mention the projections had 
been making recently De- 
cember but not widely publi- 
cized that, the 1980s, the 
state prison population (not 
including county jails) would 
grow from the present 2300 
5000. These initial projections 
also called for the placement 
least dozen new prisons 
many communities.

wood also turned into novel, 
rakishly bisexual burglar 
caught the stealthy act 


put-upon New York actor 


and trussed half-naked the 
latter’s kitchen sink serve 
human disposal for his frustra- 
tions which are myriad and 
include the feline fatality the 
title. The dialogue sometimes 
furiously funny, yet there 
something discomfiting about 
witnessing the punk’s humilia- 
tion (perhaps because all the 
ominous hints what might 
done him with cleavers, can- 
taloupes and Vick’s Vapo-Rub).

tragedy, comedy, history, 
minstrel-show, political satire 
and pre-Dada surrealism. Jar- 
Kettle Meet Caligula.” 

Written Jarry, age 15, 
obscene caricature his phy- 
sics teacher and performed 
parlor puppet show, Ubu Roi, 
with its exceedingly foul vocab- 
ulary, apparently outraged Pari- 
sians its first showing. The 
schoolboy slang not merely 
scatalogical but downright anal- 
obsessive and blasphemous 
boot. Yet critics the time saw 
the precocious work new 
form, rigid 
theatrical conventions, and 
that same pugnacious disregard 
for expectations that makes Ubu 
Roi live today.

hoops and frisbees, but these are 
employed here the most hilar- 
ious stage fights I’ve ever seen.

Having 
launched its L.O.R.T season 
with O’Neill’s Anna Christie (be- 
cause matched the tiny thea- 
ter’s antiquey waterfront ambi- 
ance) and having then resorted 
The Mousetrap, TBS has 
pulled off something coup 
acquiring New England rights 
Vanities, which opened just last 
March off-Broadway’s Chel- 
sea Wayside Theater (where 
still running) and was nomi- 
nated among the best plays 
last year the New York 
Drama Critics. 

Vanities’ popularity isn’t hard 
fathom, but one wonders 
disturbs Jack Heifner, who wrote 
the play debunk the old 
popularity-equals-success ethic 
ingrained him while growing 
Corsicana, Texas, during 
the Donna Reed decade. satiri- 
cal, spotty, vapid-transit 
tory three scenes clannish 
high school supersweeties who 
grow into shrilly desperate 
cynical women, Vanities sug- 
gests that being well-liked not 
necessarily key the king- 
dom God.”

Vanities’ conceit uncom- 
fortably cute but workable: the 
three actresses change clothes, 
makeup, hairstyles, even life- 
styles right stage, stationed 
their separate dressing tables 
(hence the double-edged title) 
while oldies blare connote the 
march time. Kathy, Mary and 
Joanne teeter the tightrope 
between naturalism and car- 
toon; balancing act evi- 
dently appreciated the 
scrubbed actresses under Rus- 
sell Treyz’s pointed direction. 
Robin Hoff’s freewheeling, 
would-be wicked Mary per- 
fect, and Holly Barron’s sensi- 
ble Kathy, whose pep finally 
ebbs into indifference, 
markably chameleonlike. Only 
Sara Louise’s Joanne (the only 
character whose teen-time fan- 
tasy becomes fraudulent Red- 
book reality) falls occasionally 
into overly ironic caricature. 

That Vanities was written 
man probably accounts for its 
viciousness, but Heifner’s barbs 
are well-aimed and undeniably 
ticklish. does hatchet job 
these women, sure, but 
the end betrays senti- 
mental concern for picking 
the pieces.

Boston’s best-known daguerreotypists

Try imagine the initial reac- 
tion the first photographic 
process, the daguerreotype. The 
first decades image-making 
after the public announcement 
Louis Jacques Mande Da- 
guerre’s invention 1839 
accompanied pomp, admira- 
tion, awe and dash disbe- 
lief. Daguerreotypes replaced 
painted miniatures and their 
reasonable prices made por- 
traiture widely available for the 
first time. Usually protected 
cushioned cases, these new 
mirror-like images silver- 
plated copper quickly became 
favorite, coddled possessions. 
Truer life than paintings and 
made direct positive pro- 
cess without negative, each da- 
guerreotype constituted unique 
and personal object. 

Two the best-known da- 
guerreotypists had studio over- 
looking Boston Harbor 
Tremont Row which was fre- 
quently cited “the” portrait 
salon America. appears that 
Albert Sands Southworth and 
Josiah Johnson Hawes compli- 
mented each other their part- 
nership between 1843 and 1862. 
Southworth, previously drug- 
gist, left once search for gold 
California but returned with 
mere pittance and resumed his 
more loquacious and inventive 
side affairs. Hawes, self- 
taught painter, seems have 
kept things even keel. 

The exhibition 107 da- 
guerreotypes Southworth and 
Hawes now the Boston Muse- 
Fine Arts, through March 
20, provides delightful return 
the days stiff taffeta, lace 
collars, rumpled waistcoats and 
side whiskers.

Klaus Tennstedt reconciles emotion and restraint

“Before the first rehearsal, 
have the dynamics, tempo, 
timbre and structure all 
head,” explained German con- 
ductor Klaus Tennstedt when 
spoke him during his mid- 
January visit Boston.

Perhaps “founded” bit* 


overstated; many people have 
contributed the growth hi- 
fi. But there one individual 
who can said have started 
high-fidelity, Victor Bro- 
ciner. Forty years ago, de- 
signed the first commercially 
produced component high-fidel- 
ity system consisting wide- 


band receiver (FM was still 


experimental), low-tracking- 
force record player, and loud- 
speaker system. This set now 
exhibit the Smithsonian 
Institution Washington, D.C. 

Victor Brociner had done 
nothing beyond that might 
footnote. But followed that 
beginning with 40-year 
rational innovation that yield- 
numerous high-performance 
products embodying exception- 
ally skilled engineering design. 

Many pioneering designers 
have immortalized themselves 
the lexicon hi-fi brand names: 
Scott, Avery Fisher, James 
Lansing (JBL), Saul Mar- 
antz, and Paul Klipsch, for in- 
stance. Others, not exactly 
household names, have been 
well-known audio hobbyists: 
for example Edgar Villchur 
Acoustic Research (developer 
the acoustic-suspension woofer 
and the dome tweeter) and Hen- 
Kloss (successively, co-foun- 
der AR, KLH, and Advent, 
developing compact stereo sys- 
tems and projection along 
the way). But for the greater part 
his career, Victor Brociner re- 
mained unknown both the 
general public and most hi-fi 
enthusiasts. 

The cliche description, “gray 
seems made or- 
der for Victor Brociner. emi- 
nence, certainly deeply re- 
spected insiderg throughout 
the audio industry. But gray 
that usually worked the 
shadows unseen the public, 
much-advertised gurus 
popped everywhere invent- 
ing new “breakthroughs.” 


Certainly Victor’s personality 
was not gray. appearance 
was dapper dresser with trim 
physique. was enthusias- 
tic hobbyist (especially with re- 
gard finely crafted rifles and 

sports cars); effective teacher; 
engaging friend those who 
penetrated his public reticence; 
and man wry wit (he once 
concluded discussion choos- 
ing speakers with the solemn ad- 
vice, “Above all, don’t buy 
speaker that 

why rich and 
famous? 

James Brinton, president 
the Boston Audio Society, sug- 
gested part the answer: 
aggrandizement was not his 
style.”

There were many fewer 
stations than today, and some 
them attempted broadcast 
really good sound over great dis- 
tances. there was market for 
sensitive, high-quality 
ceivers. One the leading 
manufacturers these was E.H. 
Scott (no relation H.H. 
Scott), who made magnificent 
30-tube consoles with $1000 price 
tags. 

1937 Brociner and Bo- 
gart joined forces with Avery 
Fisher publisher’s assistant 
who his spare time was tink- 
erer and amateur violinist) 
form Philharmonic Radio. Their 
principal product was the one

Technology has liberated the listening masses

“You get what you pay for.” 
And, everyone knows, infla- 
tion continually driving 
prices that everything costs 
more and worth less than be- 
fore. 

Except electronics. The 
pocket electronic calculator that 
you could buy four years ago for 
$125 now costs $15. Six years ago 
you had spend $150 get

within minute two month; 
now, for $50 you can buy LCD 
(liquid crystal display) digital 
watch accurate seconds 
month. 

The same trend has been oc- 
curring, less spectacularly, 
hi-fi. Performance keeps getting 
better and prices many cases 
either remain stable actually 
Meanwhile, costs 
twice much own car now 
did decade ago, the cost 
buying house renting 
and taxes escalate inexorably. 

The whole history hi-fi 
one steadily improving 
price/performance ratio. Re- 
member that 200 years ago sym- 
phonies were strictly for the 
pleasure the princes who could 
hire the composers write them 
and the musicians play them. 
The twin developments the 
phonograph and the radio 
brought music the masses, but 
only ossified form narrow 
and distorted imitation the 
real sound music. willing 
suspension disbelief and 
enthusiastic imagination were 
required hear those scrawny 
sounds real music mat- 
ter how vigorously the Victor 
Talking Machine Company in- 
sisted that the shellac discs 
Caruso were lifelike old En- 
rico himself. 

course, things got better 
notably 1925 when the old 
mechanical/acoustical devices 
were superseded more nat- 
ural-sounding electronic micro- 
phones and playback systems. 
World War brought FFRR 
(full frequency range record- 
ing), followed within few years 
the long-play record that en- 
abled hear symphony al- 
most whole instead hacked 
into four-minute chunks. 

1955 the acoustic-suspen- 
sion woofer appeared, reducing 
the cost full-range bass re- 
sponse from the $1000, 20-cu- 
bic-foot box the $200 two-cu- 
bic-foot box, and laying the 
groundwork for further cost re- 
ductions. Four years later, the

During the past years the

puter-controlled processes; the 
development Dolby noise re- 
duction, quality cassette recor- 
ders and advanced tape for- 
mulations such 
dioxide; and most recently, the 
further refinement perform- 
ance and greater reduction 
manufacturing cost through the 
application integrated 
cuits (ICs). ICs are also making 
possible entirely new types 
signal-improvers: time-delay 
systems, dynamic-range expan- 
ders, etc. 

Consequently the

It’s laughing matter

When you hear sounds any 
acoustic space your living 
room, concert hall wherever 
you are subjected acous- 
tic illusion. Like most optical 
illusions, this acoustic illusion 
grounded your physiological 
makeup and common all 
us. 

When someone speaks you 
your living room, you “hear” 
the sound arrive from the direc- 
tion the person speaking;

Some sound 
does come direct you from the 
source, but usually lower 
volume than the cumulative 
total the reflected sounds ar- 
riving from all sides.

first. The reflected sounds travel 
longer paths and arrive 
slightly later. Sound travels 
rate approximately one foot 
per millisecond (0.001 second), 
reflected sound which 
travels extra distance 
feet arrives approximately 
milliseconds later than the di- 
rect sound. This difference ar- 
rival time crucial both the 
way you perceive the location 
the sound source and your 
(possibly subconscious) percep- 
tion the acoustic space 
which the sound exists.

menon vision well-known: 
any image persists the eye for 
about 1/20th second unless 
displaced fresh image. Thus 
motion picture flashing and 
off times per second gives the 
illusion being continuous.

The ear, too, has short-term 
memory which each sound 
stored for approximately 1/20th 
second and compared with 
fresh-arriving sounds. Different 


sounds are recognized new 
sounds and become 
consciously aware them. 
When sounds arrive which are 
similar other sounds received 
less than milliseconds earlier, 
they are subconsciously recog- 
nized reflections the earlier 
sound and are excluded from our 
conscious awareness. This pro- 


cess comparing and filtering 


sounds occurs automatically and 
continuously. Whenever two 
similar sounds arrive the ear 
closely spaced time (under 
1/20th second), the later-ar- 
riving sound will suppressed 
unless substantially louder 
than the earlier-arriving sound. 

when someone speaks 
your living room when musi- 
cian plays onstage concert 
hall, the ear focuses the first- 
arriving direct sounds and you 
“hear” them coming from the 
correct direction. The reflected 
sounds arriving from side and 
rear are not consciously noticed. 
(You notice reverberation only 
persists long after the direct 
sound stops.) This basic psycho-

The change capaci- 
tance between them FM-mod- 
ulates UHF oscillator which 
detected provide the video 
output. Telefunken even more 
physical. Their grooves are full 
bumps, and diamond stylus 
transmits the shock falling off 
bump into piezo electric 
transducer generate the sig- 
nal. 

None these systems pro- 
vides recording capabilities for 
the consumer, but Waltham’s 
Video Disc Corporation has de- 
veloped sort hybrid tape 
and disc. Their disc has mag- 
netic surface; small magnetic 
head rides over modified 
conventional turntable. Sony 
has already proven the potential 
feasibility such ultra-high 
density magnetic recording with 
unit that puts five minutes 
color video six-inch-square 
card. 

All these systems have been 
demonstrated and they work. 
They are not theoretical dreams. 
Certainly one two will make 
market the near future. The 
next hurdle will obtaining 
program material, and even that 
has been anticipated. For 
example, MCA has the whole 
Universal Pictures library 
draw from.

Interference between stations

you have favorite record 
label? And don’t mean be- 
cause the performers has un- 
der contract. What’s interesting 
here whether you prefer one 
company’s sound another’s. 
does one record cry out you 
for treble cut, while another begs 
for lift from the bass control? 
Yes? Then you have discovered 
that though all records are creat- 
equalized, not all are created 
equal. 


Look what they’ve

Let’s look typical 
recording session. The East 
Orange Philharmonia about 
put down few hot licks for Big 
Buck Records division 
Kong Enterprises).

The people dbx maintain 
that their compander system 
overcomes these drawbacks and 
offers significant improve- 
ment the art dynamic range 
enhancement and noise reduc- 
tion.

For the next eight years de- 
signed and manufactured 
range high-grade audiophile 
products that are still remem- 
bered with respect and affection 


_by hi-fi buffs who were around 


then. Nearly every one his 
products embodied innovations 


later copied other 


turers. For example, Brociner 
produced the first preamp with 
switchable phono equalization: 
those days there was not one 
standard “RIAA” equalization 
curve for records; every com- 
pany had its own. RCA’s was 
called the New Orthophonic, 
London had the FFRR system 
(developed during the war en- 
able the British navy distin- 
guish British submarines from 
German U-boats their 
sound), etc. With many ampli- 
fiers you had guess how 
correct for these variations us- 
ing tone controls; but Brociner 
found out what the curves were 
and designed precise, switch- 
able compensation into the pre- 
amp. 

Brociner also designed the first 
power amp. the 
late the Williamson ampli- 
fier design became popular be- 
cause was the first high-pow- 
ered tube amp (10 watts instead 
the usual two three), and 
many small audio companies 
started making Williamson- 
style amps, often using inexpen- 
sive war-surplus parts. But these 
amplifiers had fatal flaw: 
many were only marginally 
stable and could easily into 
spontaneous sub-sonic oscilla- 
tion (called af- 
ter the low-frequency chugging 
sound emitted the loud- 
speaker). Victor Campos puts 
it, “If you were impecunious 
the time, was, you watched 
with great horror your $70 
woofer slowly tore itself off the 
Brociner’s UL-1 ampli- 
fier was both powerful (30 watts) 


and stable. Roy Allison, again:. 


“You don’t know what relief 
was not have worry about 
the amplifier motorboating and 
taking out your woofer.” The ul- 
tralinear design was rapidly ac- 
cepted the logical successor 
the basic Williamson, and many 
other companies started making 
them. Dynaco, for instance, got 
its start supplier ultralin- 
ear transformers and eventually 
graduated supplying kit 
parts with them. 

Perhaps this good place 
note that one the fundamen- 
tal differences Victor 
Brociner and many the other 
hi-fi pioneers was simply that 
was skilled professional engi- 
neer. Fisher, for instance, stu- 
died English and biology col- 
lege. Many other audio com- 
panies were started hobby- 
ists, amateurs who learned 
trial and error and copying 
other people’s designs. keep- 
ing with Victor’s mechanical-en- 
gineering background, the Bro- 
ciner amplifiers were elegantly 
crafted and were laid out ac- 
cording the principles good 
industrial design (without the 
rat’s-nest wires that made 
tracing and fixing problems im- 
possible some amplifiers). 
They even heralded modern 
ing, with click-stop tone con- 
trols and brushed-gold front 
panels era when most hi-fi 
amplifiers looked (and some- 
times sounded) like washing ma- 
chines. 

The Brociner Electronics pro- 
duct line was topped off with the 
Transcendent loudspeaker 
very large, expensive, beau- 
tifully constructed corner horn 
system using Lowther drivers 
from England. Roy Allison re- 
calls that its high-frequency re- 
sponse was the finest that had 
ever heard. course, not many 
people could afford buy it, but 
the Transcendent (together with 
the Klipschorn, developed 
Paul Klipsch) inspired host 
hobbyists construct home- 
brew imitations, usually using 
less expensive Electro-Voice 


drivers. One these 
man’s horn” systems still 
daily use, after quarter-cen- 
tury, studio WBUR. 

So, the early 1950s, Victor 
Brociner had one the most 
prestigious product lines aud- 
io, noted for advanced engi- 
neering, excellent construction, 
and impeccable performance. 
Fame was hand and wealth 
was sure follow (even though 
the financial value many his 
innovations was rapidly diluted 
widespread imitation). Then 
hard luck struck again. 

Brociner came with an- 
other first the Mark XII inte- 
grated amplifier, the first con- 
sumer audio product which 
the discrete point-to-point wir- 
ing was replaced printed-cir- 
cuit boards. was terrific ad- 
vance, both because dras- 
tically reduced the labor as- 
sembling amplifier and be- 
cause ensured high degree 
consistency from one unit the 
next; eliminating variations 
stability and noise that arise out 
differences the placement 
wiring. But the idea was dec- 
ade ahead its time, because 
like all amplifiers then the Mark 
was full tubes. Their heat, 
together with the stress the 
circuit boards when tubes were 
pulled out the sockets and re- 
inserted, gradually produced 
reliability problem. The com- 
pany’s profits were soon eaten 
repair costs and the search 
for practical solution. few 
years later the problem simply 
wouldn’t have occurred, since 
tubes were replaced transis- 
tors. Today every radio, every 
TV, and every stereo compon- 
ent built with printed-circuit 
boards.) 

1957, then, Brociner had 
close his company. case you 
ever find yourself similar sit- 
uation, informed that the 
standard operating procedure 
hire lawyer, file bankruptcy 
papers, and disappear while your 
creditors try get paid from the 
remains. Instead, Brociner kept 
the company open while hon- 
ored the customers’ warranties, 
paid his creditors, and then 
closed shop and went looking 
for job. spent the rest his 
life working behind the scenes. 

Two years freelance con- 
sulting led post manager 
engineering University 
Loudspeakers, major producer 
the speakers used public- 
address systems. University’s 
speakers had 
reputation for awful sound 
Victor Campos’s words, “‘like the 
shriek dying Bro- 
ciner made substantial progress 
improving the speakers, and 
then Lady Luck struck again. 
University was bought Altec 
and moved Oklahoma. Under- 
standably reluctant live 
Oklahoma, Brociner quit and 
1963 became vice president 
engineering H.H. Scott 
Maynard, Massachusetts. 
bought house nearby and 
stayed there for the rest his 
life, becoming one the prin- 
cipal members the New Eng- 
land school loudspeaker de- 
sign. 

During the 1960s, the two lar- 
gest brands stereo compon- 
ents were Scott and Fisher 
like Pioneer and Marantz today 
effect Brociner was now 
competing head-to-head against 
his old partner, Avery Fisher. 
Brociner and Daniel von Reck- 
stereo broadcasting and receiv- 
ing) refined the Scott product 
line, and today widely 
agreed that the Scott products 
the mid-’60s were clearly super- 
ior their Fisher equivalents. 
With the help high ratings 
from_ Consumer Union, Scott 
speakers started catch with 
and popularity. Bro- 
ciner also was actively studying 
the relationship between loud- 
speaker specifications and the 
way hear.

the normal course ev- 
ents, Victor probably would have 
remained Scott for the re- 
mainder his career, even- 
tually retiring comfortably with 
fat pension. But hard luck in- 
tervened again. combination 
circumstances (H.H. Scott’s 
illness and consequent inability 
manage his company prop- 
erly, some inappropriate mar- 
keting decisions such the at- 
tempt battle with Magna- 
vox the console business, and 
the decisive entry Japanese 
stereo receivers into the 
around 1970) drove Scott into 
bankruptcy. Interestingly simil- 
circumstances drove Fisher 
into oblivion year later, but not 
until after Avery Fisher had re- 
tired with his millions and as- 
sumed his,new role chief bene- 
factor the New York Philhar-

All which left Brociner 
looking for job again. coin- 
cidence, about the same time 
Roy Allison was resigning from 
his position vice president 
Acoustic Research order 
independent research and speak- 
development. Allison recom- 
mended that hire Brociner 
his replacement manage AR. 
whether might have fared 
better they had followed that 
advice. Instead, has gone 
through two additional upheav- 
als management since then. 

happened, 1972 the 
Avid Corp. East Providence, 
Rhode Island, decided into 
the consumer audio business. 
the age 62, and despite 
decade-long history heart 
trouble, Victor Brociner found 
himself starting again ground 
level. Practically single-han- 
dedly, designed the entire 
Avid line loudspeakers, super- 
vised the construction pro- 
duction facilities, and designed 
and built one the most exten- 
sive speaker-testing and qual- 
ity-control systems use any- 
where the industry. Not sur- 
prisingly, Avid loudspeakers be- 
came large success. bit har- 
der understand that the job

The story Victor Brociner’s 
career might seem unhappy 
tragic. But really isn’t so.

learn something 
new, and found esthetic pleas- 
ure mathematically elegant 
solution problem.

Direct-to-disc 
precludes this option and creates 
situation which tends make 
mixdown engineers nervous 
people. When George Graves 
mixes down tape, perfection 
can elude him for two three 
weeks.

The solution -is automated 
mixdown. automated con- 
sole can remember what going 
happen when, the engineer 
can pre-program and edit his 
mix.

But pitch isn’t constant 
throughout Deep 
sounds cause deep and wide 
grooves cut, requiring wider 
spacing grooves. although

cording. 

Ordinarily, computer that 
controls the pitch and depth 
the cutting stylus directs the 
spacing the grooves and 
changes the pitch before sig- 
nal cut. order make room 
for deep groove. When the sig- 
nal source tape, computer 
prescience made possible 
preview playback head, which 
samples the signal before its 
groove cut. The cutting 
engineer decides the average 
pitch for the album, sets the 
computer and takes nap. The 
computer does the rest.

That’s why di- 
rect-to-disc records are usually 
sold audio shops, not record 
stores. 

Sound manufacturers like di- 
albums, because 
they make their equipment 
sound wonderful. Doug Sax says 
that Mastering Labs have stand- 
ing orders for direct-to-disc re- 
cordings from JBL, Shure and 
Altec. 

And that’s it. Audiophiles and 
Not quite the 
foundation commercial em- 
pire.
